As a germination 
test is the ouly sbre indication of the 
grain's condition an such cases, we 
would itrongly advise having all 
doubtful oats tested. 

Flax is also subject to injury by 
frost as welb as moisture, and its 
vitality may be considerably lowered 
by these factors. Bailey is affected 
likewise and often shdws S low per¬ 
centage of growth when cut after 
frost. Wheat, on the other hand, is 
auueb less' liable to injury and will 
usually germinate readily even when 
frozen quite severely. It may, how¬ 
ever, be rendered unfit for seed by frost 
or throfigli excessive moisture. 

Tltwtdfry cut after frost should be 
teetealiU it is often greatly reduced 
in viudifey. We should suggest hav¬ 
ing tested any other cereal or fodder 
seedt (bat may be suspected of not be¬ 
ing up to the full standard of germin-

2. Seed bags suitable for sending 
Samples may be had on application to 
the Dominion Seed Laboratory, Cal¬ 
gary, Alta. 

3. About half such a bag full (1000 
grains) is ample for a germinat ion teat. 

4. If poesibie samples should be 
cleaned before sending. 

6. Postage should be prepaid at the 
rate of 2 cents for 4 ounces and 1 oeut 
for es'ch additionisi 4 ounces. 

A. it Is unnecessary td enclose 
stamps for a reply. 

7. The usual time necessary for a 
test is 10 days, but when a retest is 
made a longer period is required. 

8. All samples should ba plainly 
marked with the nanie and address of 
sender, together with an identifica¬ 
tion designation when more than one 
is sent. 

0. All samples should be sent to the 
Dominion 8eed Laboratory, Calgary, 
not tu any individual meftiber of the 
staff. 

In addition to the above, this de¬ 
partment, wheD required tests any 
kjnd of cereal or fodder seeds for puri¬ 
ty from noxious weeds. 

Samples sent in for such purposes 
should contain not less than one pound 
of the larger grains asd two ounces of 
flax, grasses and clover.

field peas 6 lbs. These will be sent 
out from Ottawa. A distribution of 
potatoes In 3 lb sample# will bs car¬ 
ried on from several of the experi¬ 
mental farms, the Central Farm at 
Ottawa .supplying only the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec. All .samples 
will be sent free, by mail. 

Applicants must give particulars In 
regard to the soil on their .farms, and 
some account of their experience with 
such kinds of grain (or potatoes), as 
they have grown, so that a promising 
sort for their conditions may be se¬ 
lected. 

Each application must be separate 
and must be signed by the applicant. 
Only one sample of grain and one of 
potatoes can be sent to each farm. 
Applications on any' kind of printed 
form cannot be accepted. If two or 
more samples' are - asked for • in the 
same letter only one will be bent. 

As tbe supply of seed Is limited, 
farmers are advised to apply early; 
but the applications will not necessar 
lly be filled in the exact order li 
which they'are received. Prefer 
ence will always be given to the mos; 
thoughtful and explicit* requests. Ap 
plications rec« Ived after the end of 
January will probably be too late. 

AH applications for grain (and ap¬ 
plications from the provinces of On¬ 
tario and Quebec for potatoes) should 
be addressed to the Dominion Cereal- 
let. Central Experimental Farm, Ot¬ 
tawa. Such applications require no 
postage. 'If otherwise addressed de¬ 
lay and disappointment may occur. 

Applications, for potatoes, from 
farmers in any other province should 
be addressed (postage prepaid) tb the 
Superintendent of the nearest Branch 
Experimental Farm in that province..

The beselgers 
would be justified in sending parties 
to fill up ‘the wells with earth sod 
stones, oy to destroy then) with dyna¬ 
mite. On the* other hand, to pollute

animals into them, would be an In* 
famy. 

A prisoner of war has his rights. 
He may be asked to give his parole— 
to promlBe not to escape; but he must 
not be forced to give his parole, and 
Is not to be‘'punlshed for refusing to 
do so. A prisoner on parole who at- 
temptq>fo escape Js liable to be shot. 
o'*her when escaping or if retake)) 
alive. 

. An unparoled prisoner may also be 
shot while In the act of escaping; 
but If recaptured. It would be murder 
to shoot ' him, though he may be 
placed In more rigorous confine¬ 
ment. 

A prisoner may be compelled to 
earn his keep by working at his trade 
if he lias one, or by dothg work tot 
his captors not of a purely military 
nature. Thus, he may be ordered to 
assist In draining the camp in which 
he Is a prisoner; but it would not be 
fa-lr to put. him to butkltog fortifica¬ 
tions. " 

'Ihe customs of war Justify the em¬ 
ployment of spies, .but under certain 
rules. If a soldier voluntarily turns 
traitor, the other side are- entitled to 
make use of'him; but it Is not right 
to tempt a soldier to betray his own 
side. 

If thus tempted, a man may pre¬ 
tend to turn traitor, and deceive the 
enemy with false Information. On the 
other hand, voluntarily to go over to 
the enemy, pretending to be a traitor 
or deserter, would be dishonorable 
conduct—that Is If the pretended 
traitor is an officer or soldier. 

—A spy, of co urs e, has no rights, and 
Is at #11 times liable to be shot or 
banged at sight. 

An officer or soldier, however, 
caught In the enemy’s camp must not 
be treated as a spy. but as a prisoner 
of war, provided he Is not disguised. 

If a commander takes part in a 
charge, or persistently exposes him¬ 
self to fire, he mpst take his chance 
of being shot; but In big affairs 1*. Is

A peculiar feature of current lum¬ 
bar demand 'n the old white pipe sec¬ 
tions of the North Is the extraordln- 
ary requirement for low grade stock. 
It Is so persistent and devouring that 
tt takes in culls so ranks that 20 or 
90 years ago they would have been 
OOMldercd refuse, fit only for -the 
noogheet kind of patching up of sheds, 
and. when accumulation became too 
burdensome they were thrown Into 
tea burner or used to build wharves 
or roadways, of for firewood. Grading 
downward has come with the demand 
for box material, until three-men 
boards, as they have been jocosely 
nailed are now graded as No. 5 or 
anything below that. The call for 
low-grade stuff has become so gen¬ 
ual and Insistent that such stuff Is 
mots saleable than the medium and 
better qualities. This feature Is true 
not only of the lumber market of the 
Northern States, but pertains also to 
teat of Canada.

. Harvard Graduate and Indian Guide 

Explorsd Virgin Wattss Around 
Hudson's Bay 

Ottawa,—Tbs story of a ' remark 
able canoe trip In an uoknoyp section 
of the Hudson’s Bay by a Harvard 
j graduate and a single Indian was 
brought to Ottawa lu letters from Mr. 
Ernest Oberhoitzer, who Is at his 
home In Davenport, Iowa. 

Mr. Oberhoitzer, who bat zpent a 
couple of seasons exploring the ex¬ 
traordinary water routes In the Rainy 
-river valley of Four Traders, left Le 
Pas. on- tne Canadian Northern rail¬ 
way, with Billy McGee, his Indian, 
from Port Francis, at tj>e eud of. June 
and followed the route via Reindeer 
Lake that was taken by Mr. Tyrrell 
In 1894 on his second trip through the 
barren lands for the Geological Sur¬ 
vey to Dubrophel, the last mission 
station. 

No fndlans were procurable and 
Oberhoitzer rejected /idvlce to turn 
backj. ..Finding Tyrrell’s maps were 
without a daw, he went north to Sandy 
Lake, where he left Tyrell’s route to 
follow the'Thiewlaza river to the bay. 
For 400 miles the route was where 
| no white man had ever been seen, 

! Including the traverse of Nutheltln or 
Sleeping Island Lake, which Samuel 
Horn crossed on the way to the Cop¬ 
permine December 30,1770.. 

Part of this lake ht In the treeless 
regions and on the way down the 
river, which lr full of rapids, he saw' 
Innumerable caribou. 

Hudson's Bay was reached about 
126 miles north of Churchill on'“Sept¬ 
ember 14. An Esquimaux happened 
to be at the mouth of the Thiewlaza 
with a whale boat, in which the trip 
to Churchill waa concluded. Thenco 
to York the trip waa continued In the 
canoe. 

York waa left on October 1st very 
late In the season. They arrived at 
NnTvray Hour.e a week after the last 
boat for Selkirk had left and the jour¬ 
ney up Lake Winnipeg to Glmll occu¬ 
pied sixteen days. Glmll being reached 
Nov. R after a Journey of 2,000 miles 
lasiting 130 days. 

No such trip has been known to be 
accomplished by two men and a single 
canoe and many escapes from disaster 
were experienced. Mr. Obeholtzer 
is making a sketch map of Thiewlaza 
and Nutheltln Lake and on reporting 
the news to Dr. Roche, the minister 
of the interior. It was decided to 
place Mr. Cahllfoty^ the Dominion 
I geographer.

Railway Officials Deny That Embargo 

Wps Placed on Wheat—Elevators 

However, are Unable to Handle 

Grain That Is Arriving, as Boats are 

Being Delayed. 

Fort William.—Given the bottoms, 
Fort William can handle grain faster 
than all the i allroads can bring It to 
the head of the lake, according to a 
statement made by F. W. Young, 
general manager of the Lake Shippers’ 
Clearance Association! 

Mr. Young stato3 that there Is no¬ 
thing in *tbe present situation to In¬ 
spire a panicky feeling and that while 
there is a largj "quantity of grain in 
store, here, there is still room tor os 
much more. 

Nearly 1,509,000 bushels Is pouring 
Into the holds of boats from the ele¬ 
vators dally. Rates this year are 
much better ‘ban they were one year 
ago, and lake shippers are getting 
ebont all the traffic will stand ton 
moving grain down the lakes. 

There Is however, little doubt that 
the movement this year has not been 
so brisk gs It might have been. This 
Is, however, a condition over which 
shippers, elevator men and transport¬ 
ation Interests have no control, It 
Is claimed. The market has been 
a falling one. Dealers are not anx¬ 
ious to sell on a low market. On a 
rise grain will be rushed to the market 
bat they are holding It for this raise. 

This Is done largely In the terminal 
elevators and It Is this fact that Ss 
largely responsible for the unusually 
large quantity In store here. " **-■. 

The total atorags capacity of tha 
terminal elevator plants Is estimated 
at 26,009,009 bushels. 

That a general grain embargo has 
not been placed by the C.P.R. In the 
west was the statement by D. C. Cole¬ 
man, general superintendent of the 
road, and R. A. Morgan, superintend¬ 
ent at Fort William.

Id sueceserul cooking tor the alck 
dalntludk* Is an essential quality. It 
la better to carry too small a quantity 
of food to tbe patient than to nauseate 
him wltb tbe sight ot too inm-h 

Gruel, from which the patient fre¬ 
quently turns away with a feeling of 
disgust, cyn be made quite tempting. 

Indian uieal gruel should tie cooked 
nearly an hour. tot a quart of water 
come to a boll, mix A tablespoonfnl ot 
flour and two of meal wltb a little cold 
water and stir It Into the boiling wa¬ 
ter. When It baa tolled half an hour 
season with salt and let boll fifteen 
minutes, being careful not to let It 
scorch on tbe bottom. After removing 
from the lire add four tablespoonfuls 
of sweet cream and serve In the pret¬ 
tiest cup yon have, with a saucer and 
teaspoon. 

Nice mutton broth I* made from a 
pound of the neck, removing all fat 
and cutting the lean Into small pieces. 
Put the meat Into a qnart of cold wa¬ 
ter. watch carefully and aklm as soon 
as It begins to toll. Then add a ta- 
blespoonful of pearl barley or rice, 
cover tightly and let ajpimer for three 
hours. Season with salt and pepper, 
strain aud serve. ——

Australian Scheme, They Say’ Would 
be Incentive to Immorality 

The recent decision of the la¬ 
bor government to grant to the moth¬ 
ers of all children born In Australia 
a maternity bonus of $25 Is attended 
by many more difficulties than Its 
authors anticipated. The sum of 
32,000,000 Is tr be distributed In the 
present financial year, ending June 30. 
1015 and the pext year a larger sum 
will be set aside. 

Finance however. Is not the difficul¬ 
ty. The stumbling block Is the ques¬ 
tion of the extension of the grant to 
to the mothers of illegitimate children. 
The prime minister. In his capacity of 
treasurer has decided that the grant 
shall be Indiscriminate—in the sense 
that no question as to whether the 
mother was married or unmarried 
shall affect any claim to the $25. 
The churches and particularly the 
council of churches—a body of Pro¬ 
testant denoininationaliBts Interested 
in social and political questions— 
strongly resent this decision, and de¬ 
clare that It is— 

1— A slight, on the sanctity of mar¬ 
riage., 

2— An encouragement of vice. 

3— A stlm.ilus to Immorality. 

4— An outrage on the moral senti¬ 
ment of the community. 

It Is urged that there were register¬ 
ed In Australia last year about 7200 
Illegitimate children. A bonus of 
$25 per chlki would amount in these 
cases to $180,000 which It Is suggest¬ 
ed might be far better spent in sub¬ 
sidizing maternity homes, refuges and 
other voluntary agencies which aid 
the fallen and those who have lost 
their way in this young country. 

Amid this storm of agitation the 
policy of the federal labor govern¬ 
ment remains unchanged. Mr. 
Fisher devoted five minutes only to 
his reply to the arguments of an In¬ 
fluential deputation of clergymen, who 
Implored him to stay his hand and 
that five minutes \yas absorbed by a 
candid - declaration that the scheme 
would go forward on the lines pro¬ 
posed, and that he was unconvinced 
that there was any/fhoral peril In ad¬ 
hesion tcr-thase-'lfnes. .The govern¬ 
ment desired to come to the financial 
assistance of women at the most try¬ 
ing period of their lives and would 
consider them simply as mothers.
